(?) copy and the original, which if still existant (sic), is in the John J. Ford, Jr. library. A gift from Walter, 8/86, Berkeley, CA.” 2): “Breen’s NJ manuscript. His copy 
was destroyed in the flood, so it’s only this and the Ford copy that are around nowadays. Extremely important—much of the information here has never been published 
and is unknown to the collecting public.”

“The following is an attempt to enumerate the known varieties of NE, Willow, Oak and Pine Tree coins as of April, 1961 (exclusive of forgeries) with rarity ratings 
and other comments not included in any of the printed sources. Rarity ratings are on the Sheldon scale, R-1 common to R-8 three or less known.” Despite the introduction 
quoted above, only NE and Willow Tree varieties are covered. An interesting and important effort. Unfortunately, the rest of the paper was never written. Unique.

This work was published, with changes, in the Whitman Numismatic Journal. Although there are many typescript corrections, an uncharacteristic number (for Breen) 
of misspelled words remain. Perhaps it was composed in haste. In any case, it is a very important effort and one of only a few works ever written on the topic. Unique.

Probably unique. It is believed that the original manuscript perished in the late 1986 “Great Flood” in Breen’s basement. The bulk of his numismatic library was stored 
there and approximately 80% was completely destroyed. This copy was given to Jack Collins in the early 1970’s and features several additions and annotations in his 
hand dating from that time. The work is a complete revision of the articles originally appearing in the Numismatic Scrapbook, which were issued as a separate publication 
in 1964. Here, for the first time, Breen lists die states. The remaining text, while similar to his earlier work, has been updated and refined. United States gold coin varieties 
are one of the great, largely unexplored territories in American numismatics. The Akers books, while very useful for establishing rarity, touch but little on the topic. 
Only the brief 1960’s Breen monographs cover the series in any detail and they are largely outdated today. The photocopy of the manuscript offered here was the first 
volume in a projected series intended to fill that void.

The Deluxe Edition. “Copy number 10 of a limited edition of 100 hand bound in half-Morocco with marbled end-papers.” A presentation copy, from the library of Jack 
Collins, accompanied by a June 21,1985 letter from Gillio to Collins thanking him for his “great patience” and noting that “I am sorry that we will not be able to proceed 
with a Cal Gold Society as originally planned due to insufficient interest.” This work was originally written as an auction catalogue of the famous collection formed 
by Ed. and Kenny Lee and features a great deal of original research by Breen. After the collection was sold privately before the sale, the text was suitably edited and 
the published work is now the standard work on the topic. It is probable, according to Charles Davis, that only fifty copies of the “Limited Edition” were actually issued.

Depicted are twenty-four die varieties issued by the legal Rupert Mint, twelve varieties issued by Machin’s Mills, and one counterfeit. All are assigned “BB” numbers. 
Important and very rare. In his work on the topic appearing in Studies on Money in Early America, published by the American Numismatic Society in 1976, Bressett 
notes: “Material presented in this article was assembled through the cooperation and assistance of many people. Walter Breen, in particular, supplied information 
concerning rarity, die identities, and sequence in a joint study with the author conducted in 1957.” Halftones of the plates offered here, in a slightly different arrangement 
and sans BB numbers, are featured at the end of the Bressett work.

Printed address label of William T. Anton, 
Sr. on front pastedown. The original binding is very fragile and this copy, although exhibiting some wear, is probably the nicest we have ever seen. Bronson’s work 
comprises the second half of the Papers of the New Haven Colony Historical Society, the first half of which consists of several monographs on early Connecticut history. 
Rare. Not in the Fuld library sales. An historian and physician, Bronson’s later years were largely devoted to economic study and historical research. His history of 
the currency of Connecticut is probably the most notable of several important studies pertaining to the history of his native state. Although largely devoted to paper 
currency topics, one chapter describes The Massachusetts Coinage of 1652 and a later chapter is entitled First United States Coinage. Connecticut Coppers.

W. S. Appleton, below an earlier armorial ex libris. “De Asse eiusque partibus (1514), based on the careful research of nine years, became the definitive text book for 
the study of Roman coinage and metrology.” (Rudolf Pfeiffer, History of Classical Scholarship, 1300-1850, page 101). “After the publication of DeAsse, Bude was 
celebrated as the principal French humanist, equal to Erasmus, or indeed superior.” ( Contemporaries of Erasmus, 1985, Volume I, pages 214-215). “Bude’s De Asse 
is a key book in both numismatic literature in particular and classical scholarship in general. It is usually regarded as the first printed numismatic book.” (John Drury 
Catalogue 41, 1982, page 4). “(I)t is undeniable that Bude’s De asse was the greatest study of the kind produced by the Renaissance. In this work, which it is no 
exaggeration to call the philological masterpiece of the early Cinquecento, Bude succeeded far better than any of his humanist predecessors in establishing the exact 
meanings of the monetary terminology of Greek and Roman antiquity, as well as the correct value not only of Roman, but also of Greek coins in relation to those of 
his own time.. .After Bude no great contribution to ancient numismatics appeared for some time.” (Roberto Weiss, The Study ofAncient Numismatics, 1968 Numismatic 
Chronicle, pages 184-185).

Briickmann page 21. Lipsius page 60. Kress 31. Brunet 29062: “Edition rare...” First published in 1514, Bude’s work was immensely popular until well into the 
seventeenth century. This early edition was printed at the famous Aldine Press in Venice and is one of the earliest works printed in italic type. Aldus Manutius, the founder 
of the Press, designed and first employed italic type, which is said to be based on the handwriting of Petrarch.

Special Hardbound Edition? In the 1992 Kolbe Numismatic Bookseller No. 38, Lyman Low’s annotated set of these early publications was featured. Although rebound 
in period style, the original binding present when it was first acquired was virtually identical to the example offered here. Only ten of the above titles, however, were 
present in Low’s own copy. Those ten items are present here with the addition of items 7, 12 & 13. Number 7, the broadside, is not recorded in Adams or Bourne, nor 
are several of the others present here. Clearly, Adams and Bourne’s numbering sequences seem to be flawed, as is the proposed sequence advanced in the 1992 
Bookseller. John Adams’ hypothesis that Low included in his oeuvre the catalogues produced under the Scott banner may need rethinking. If the above thirteen items 
are added to the eleven sales recorded by Gengerke before number 28 (when Low severed his ties with Scott), the total is only three short of the number required to 
balance the books. Indeed, if one includes Low’s 1886 work on the coinage of Morelos, his 1895 pamphlet on counterfeiting, and his classic work on Hard Times tokens, 
everything comes into balance. Assuming that Low had a hand in the binding of the above volume, the inclusion of item 12, which is not a sale catalogue but a monograph, 
lends support to such an assertion. Whatever the denouement, the volume offered here is i ndeed a special one and the claim made i n the 1992 Bookseller that “it is possible 
that this is the only ‘complete’ set of early Lyman Low fixed price lists extant” may, in the case of the volume offered here, be now correct.

Medina’s first numismatic work and the only one issued without text. As Gresham notes, this “is a small mystery, for the man had, early on. demonstrated his penchant 
for thorough annotations; this was a characteristic of virtually all of his published works.” These plates, however, remain remarkably useful in themselves. The eminent 
bibliographer and historian Jose Toribio Medina was bom in Santiago de Chile in 1852 and died there in 1930. Though numismatics was only a hobby, Medina published 
twenty works on the topic, many of which remain standard works. This body of work, impressive though it may be, is but a fraction of his output. “His total production 
is awesome, with more than 350 titles to his credit.” (Carling Gresham, Don Jose Toribio Medina: A Man For Any Reason, 1985 The Asylum, page 22). “As a result 
of his titanic labor—represented by the writing, editing, or translating of more than two hundred books and brochures and one hundred articles, many of them printed 
on his private domestic press—he has been called ‘the greatest bibliographer in Christendom’ and ‘The Prince of Americanists.’” (Maury A. Bromsen, Jose Toribio 
Medina: Humanist of the Americas, 1960, page xi). While numismatists may be largely unaware of Medina’s greater fame, they have, though perhaps slowly, come 
to realize their immense debt to his numismatic oeuvre. The selection of Medina’s numismatic works offered in this sale is surely one of the largest ever to come to market. 
Gresham’s rarity ratings may be, in many cases, too pessimistic, but, even if all of his numismatic publications survived, there would not be enough copies to satisfy 
the demand. Lack of appreciation and unfriendly climatic conditions have certainly taken their toll and it is likely that only a fraction of the small numbers originally 
issued are extant. Indeed, Gresham may not be far off. Certainly, the opportunity presented here to obtain so many original Medina works is not likely to recur soon.

It, of course, was named after the famous Dutch family of booksellers, printers and publishers, active from the late sixteenth to early 
eighteenth centuries. During one of his visits to Europe. Medina even purchased a set of Elsevir type. Gresham notes “that Medina’s presses were hand-operated; that 
his type was set letter by letter, page by page.

Naftzger’s letter to Breen reads in part: “The April 21st 
Numismatic News tells me you remain in prison, and are about four weeks out of perfectly terrible surgery, with a bleak prospect for the days ahead. As an old friend 
who wishes he had known you better, but one who greatly admired your prodigious intellect and skill, I can only grieve for you and little else. I’m afraid. The hour is 
late. You know we had some good evenings at the card table in my old den on Alta Drive, reviewing the first couple of hundred Sheldon-numbered pieces, you making 
copious notes. Jack Collins providing encouragement... For two very good reasons I can no longer help you to refine your survey: you are desperately ill; and I no longer 
have my early cents. In recent weeks, really since ANA, the fact that I have been identified as owner of 40-odd early cents “Missing” (40 years?) from the George Clapp 
Collection at ANS has grieved me deeply... As a result... I have lost much of my zeal for the early cents, a zeal that brought me joy and success since I was first introduced 
to the big Cents in 1938. A shame, but it’s a fact. My loss.” Breen’s response describes in detail his medical condition, noting that: “Facing the certainty of early death 
has changed my perspective on so much: what previously seemed important, even crucial no longer matters...What is still important: keeping in touch with friends 
& loved ones; and finishing professional writing commitments, not limited to the Early Cent book, but including current projects on silver dollars and other topics.” 
His humor remains intact. Relating the diagnosis of his oncologist. Dr. Cutting, Breen quips: “with that name he should have been a surgeon!” Responding to Naftzger’s 
letter, Breen notes: “About your quandary anent the missing Clapp-ANS-WHS early cents: of course the discovery grieved you; how could it not? Nobody is accusing 
you of complicity; you bought WHS ’ s cents in 1972 in good faith. The villain is clearly Dr. Sheldon..." The back of the draft is filled with notes to Jack Collins regarding 
the Collins-Breen opus on the 1794 dollar. Included with the Naftzger inventory is a handwritten note from Jack Collins: ‘This inventory of REN’s Early Date Cents 
was completed at his house on Alta Drive, in Beverly Hills, circa March 1978. Breen dictated the die states; I filled in pedigrees from the REN envelopes. The break 
at S-140 comprised one evening’s work. The following weekend we did from S-140 through S-266. We did not get together again to complete the Classic Heads.” 
According to Collins, Breen’s suggestion that he “flop on the sofa for the night and finish the classic heads tomorrow” may have had something to their never getting 
together again. A marvelous body of material providing insight from Naftzger’s and Breen’s points of view on the sad series of events culminating in the private dispersal 
of the most important collection of early United States large cents ever formed.
